JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA." 

The dates hence are to the 26th May. The Nepaul, with 
the London mails of the 26th March, arrived from Shanghai 
on the 18th May. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, Her Majesty's Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary, went up to Yedo on the 16th May in the Coromandel, 
but was back at Yokohama on the 18th A military guard 
left by land for Yedo to serve as escort to the Minister. This 
was a very necessary measure of precaution, if it be true, as 
stated, that the Gorojio warned his Excellency he would 
run the risk of being assassinated if he went to Yedo. Some 
anxiety had been felt from the fact of a body of some 150 
ronins having quartered themselves in the environs of Yoko- 
hama, without any apparent let or hindrance from the Go- 
vernment. “It would be idle,” remarks the Commercial News, 
“to ignore all consciousness of their presence, for in a country 
so notable for espionage, where even domestic incidents are 
secretly noted and removals from one street to another sub- 
jected to discussion and the pleasure of the authorities, such 
8 circumstance as the visit of predatory freebooters en masse 
could not escape attention.” 

In reference to Sir Rutherford’s request for troops, it is stated 
that a plot had been discovered, organised by some hostile 
Daimios, for the murder of the foreign residents at Yokohama, and 
that the Governor in giving notice of it to the British repre- 
sentative, said that it would be out of his power to afford them 
protection. ‘The latter replied that it would soon be no longer 
required, as a body of troops were daily expected from Hong 
Kong. He accordingly wrote down to Hong Kong to expedite 
the departure of the Congueror with the reinforcement of 
Marines, and to request that the 20th Regiment might also be 
seut over as soon as possible. When those troops arrived, it 
is geuerally current that the fleet would preceed to open up the 
Inland Sea, still closed against traffic by the Prince of Tsiosie, 
who fires on every vessel that passes Shimonoscki Bay. 

The Japan Herald of the 26th May states that the main 
object of Sir Rutherford’s visit to Yedo was to complete 
arrangements for the location of the men expected by the 
Conqueror, which vessel was looked for daily. 

On the 20th M. Leon Roches, the french Minister, and suite, 
went up to Yedo on board H.I.M.S. Dupleiz, This was a 
complimentary visit merely, ard his Excellency returned the 
following day. The Consul-General for the Netherlands arrived 
at Yokohama on the 15th May, per H.N.MS. Djambi, from 
ame 

The Japan Herald notices the geveral aspect of affairs in 
the following terms :— 

“We cannot advise by this mail a continuation of the 
same satisfactory feeling in respect to the political aspect of 
affairs, which, we last reported ;—not that any events of great 
mament, have occurred, but rather a combination of trifles 
which, in tho sum, have tended to convey an idea that a feeling 
of uneasiness is attempted to be thrown upon us. It seems 
open to but little doubt that the Japanese continue to be eager 
0 fostor at least au idea of uncertainty.

According to the Commercial News, the Japanese Government 
who have the foreign newspapers regularly translated for their 
information, have experienced considerable annoyance at find- 
ing certain information published therein which it would have 
desired to withhold ; and have come to the conclusion that it 
has been imparted by Japanese teachers in foreign employ. 
The Government have, therefore, ordered that in future all 
teachers employed by foreigners shall receive certificates from 
the Yokohama Custom House authorities, who will register 
their names, and take other precautions to ensure their 
secrecy. Those already engaged have been intimidated and / 
warned to be cautious. Domestio servants are also to be re- 
registered, 

The summary of events for the week ending the 26th May 
contains one very sad item,—notice of the decease of Mr. 
Henry Hubbard, the last newly admitted partner of the house 
of Dent and Co., which occurred on board the P. and 0.3. 
Nepaul, the day before her arrival in port. 

The main part of the British squadron continues in the 
harbour, in which also there was one French and two Dutch 
men-of-war, H.B.M.S. Racehorse left on the 2lst May for 
Hakodadi, C, A. Winchester, Esq., H.B.M.’s Consul for Kana- 
gaws, being passenger by her. Marcus Flowers, Esq. Vice- 
Consul, has assumed acting charge of the British Consulate 


The Pelorus arrived from Hong Kong on the 16th. 

The health of the Settlement was in a very satisfactory state. 
‘We hear of no more cases of small-pox on board the fleet, and 
but one or two slight cases on shore. 

Very unambitious in its ideas of amusements, Yokohama has 
been enlivened during the fortnight by a couple of boat races, 
On the 19th of May a match for $50 aside came off between 
two favourite gigs, Mesars. George Barnet and Co.’s Sin Fa, 
and one belonging to W. McDonald, Esq. The Sin Fa crow 
were the following amateurs—1, Captain Blount, 20th Regt. ; 
2, E. J. Spence, Esq. ; 3, H. Cope, Esq. ; stroke, J. W. Murray, 
Esq., D.A:C.G. ; coxn., H. H. Dyke, H.M.’s Huryalus. The other 
crew were Japanese, five men being allowed, to compensate for the 
boat being a little heavier. Distance 1} mile; a good race half 
the way, when Sin Fa went ahead and won easily by some fifteen 
lengths. The other wasa match between the very excellentJapancee 
crew of E, M. Van Reed, Esq., in his fine whale-boat, against 
the gig’s crew of the captain of the Mepaul, the Nippons runniug 
away from their Celestial brothers with ease. 

There had also been a rifle match, at 600 yards’ range— 
First prize, Captain Mears of the 20th, 2nd and 3rd, Captain 
Alexander, R.N., and Captain Applin, Mounted Escort. 

Thé 24th, the Queen’s birth-day, was so wet and stormy as 
to be almost entirely unsuited for out-door demonstrations, 
which were principally confived to the salutes from H.B.M.’s 
ships in harbour, and to their decoration in fall bunting, which 
latter compliment to the day was also paid by the French aud 
Dutch men-of-war, and all tho merchant shipping in harbour 
There was a gathering of the officials and some of the residents 
at the British Legation in the evening. 





NAGASART. 

We have dates hence to the 24th of May. Tho foreign 
residents had celebrated the Queen’s birthday by an upusuai 
« jollification.” Her Majesty's ship Perseus fired a salute at 
noon, and was followed by one of the shore residents, who 
kept up a brisk, if not heavy fire for some short time. ‘Ihe 
thirst for amusement had been by no means subdued, for we 
hear that a grand theatrical performance was to come off on 
the 26th, on board Her Majesty’s ship Perseus, while the 2oth 
hai toon appointed for a regatta, 


A correspondent, writing under date of the 27th May, men- 
tions that the two Danish vessels seimed by the Gazelle, the 
Caroline and the Catharina, have been released, and now sail 
under Prussian colours. The Falk has been unrigged and is 
lying off the British settlement, The Gazelle left on the 18th 
May for Chefoa. 

SHANGHAI. 

‘The English mail of 10th of April arrived with the French 
mail of 17th, on 4th June. The dates are now down to the 
6th. - 
The force under command of Major Gordon has been dis- 
banded, and no longer shows a trace of its existence as a dis- 
ciplined contingent within the walls of Quinsan, if we except 
the continued reaidence of the gallant major, the medical men, 
and the wounded still in hospital. The artillery branch have 
been taken over by the Futai, and aro now proceeding from 
Soochow to Woochufoo, under command of Majors Doyle and 
Baily, which city is expected to capitulate and surrender with 
the usual shaving of heads and bending of tails. For once 
the Futai has behaved liberally, and? has bestowed compensa- 
tion varying from 200 dollars to junior officers of the late force 
newly joined, to 4,000 to those who have borne the heat and 
burden of the day, and many of whom, covered with wounds, 
have on every occasion distinguished themselves before the 
enemy. Amongst these we may mention Colonels Kirkham, 
Williams, Howard, Rhode, &c., most of whom leave our shores. 
by the outgoing mail to recruit their shattered bodies and 
impaired health, the effects of wounds and arduous service in 
the field. 

The artillery arm of Gordon's force is, wo learn, to retain its 
present organisation after the disbandment of the infantry, and 
will remain in the Futai’s service, under the command of Major 
Doyle, one of its present officers. 

Tan-yang was evacuated by the rebels without attempt ot 
resistance, and at once occupicd by the Imperialists. It is 
believed that the whole of the open country in this province is 
now clear of rebels, and that Li Futai will soon march with his 
forces to’ join in the sicge of Nanking, which is likely to be 
assaulted at theend of the hot season. The Imperialists hold 
astrong position at present, but are nearly inactive, 

The Franco-Chinese and Imperial forces are encamped some 
distance from the city of Avochow, and had not, up to the 
18th May, had any engagement with the rebels. The latter, 
who were strongly posted amid some heights in the neighbour- 
hood, showed a disposition to advance. ‘The Futai of Keang- 
800 is about to despatch 40,000 mon to aid the Che-kiang 
troops in the siege. 

An Imperial decree has appeared in the Peking Gazette of the 
21st May, conferring on Gordon the rank of Ti-tu, and an 
honorary distinction equivalent to the Euglish G.C.B. 

The various actions since Colonel Gordon took command of 
the disciplined force we recapitulate, from a memorandum 
furnished by one of his late officers, Capture of Fushan, 4th 
of April, 1863; capture of Taitsan, Ist of May, 1863; cap- 
ture of Quinsan, 31st of May, 1863; capture of Wokong, 
27th of July, 1863 ; capture of Palachiaou, 29th of September, 
1863; action at Wokong, 13th of October, 1863; cupturo of 
Walungohiaou, 23rd of October, 1863; action at Wokung, 
26th of October, 1863 ; capture of Leekee, ist of November, 
1863; capture of Wanti, 11th of November, 1863; capture 
of Fusignan, 19th of November, 1863 ; unsuccessful attack on 
the Lowmun of Soochow stockades, 27th of November, 1863; 
capture of Yesing, 29th of February, 1864; capture of 
Leyang, 9th of March, 1864 ; unsuccessful attack on Kintang, 
23rd of March, 1864; Chang-chow-Foo, 11th of May, 1864, 

From Soochow we learn that the state of the city is im- 
proving in many respects, Business is carried out on a larger 
scale thas formerly, aud the appearance of the surrounding 
country, which is being gradually brought under cultivation, 
proves that agriculture is not neglected. Tho peasantry are 
content for the present to live in mat huts until they cau 
afford to build more comfortable habitations. Large quantities 
of provisions are brought in every day, but in order to guard 
in the most effectual manner against the ingress of spics, exch 
one who euters is stamped on the cheek with a chop, whica is 
bo-ne until the hour of closing the gates, when all visitors are 
excluded. A few days ago arcbel bcad-man was discovered 
riding in Mandarin dress through the Cha mun, On 
being searched, the small flag which is the synbol 
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of authority and sbows the authenticity of any order 
given, was found hidden in his horse's hoof. The broken 
wooden bridge outside the Lo-mun has now, in its place, a 
firm and ornamental one, and the granite bridge near it, 
which was very much damaged, has becen repaired, The 
larger creeks in the city have been cleared of the filth which 
filled them during the rebel occupation, and the smaller ones, 
over many of which it was possible to ride, are now undergoing 
the same cleansing process. In addition to these improvements, 
postal communication has been established with Shanghai. A 
small official goes about to the houses of the principal 
mandarius and shopkeepers every morning, to collect their let- 
ters. The Futai kas exerted himself to bring about these im- 
provements, and will soon see the cffect of his cfforts in the 
growing prosperity of the city and its inhabitants. From the 
frout, our advices extend to the 20th inst. The rebels did not 
make even an attempt to defend Tan-yang, but evacuated it 
immediately on the approach of the Inperialists, by whom it 
was re-occupied. Now, that the whole of the open country in 
this province may be considered freo from insurgents, it is 
supposed that Li Futai will go to assist at the siege of Nanking, 
which will probably be assaulted at the end of the summer. 
Tho Imperialists are doing nothing at present ; but hold o 
strong position. 

fra The close of the theatrical season has not put an end to the 
amusements to be found here. Mr, Black, a new candidate for 
public favour, gave the first of a serics of eutertainments 
entitled “ Evenings at Home,” which seemed to afford universal 
satisfaction, His second and third performances were equally 
successful, The games came off ou Saturday afternoon at the 
Ningpo Joss house, and were kept up with great spirit. Iv 
consequence of the death of Mr. Gray, R.N., the men of 
H.M.S. Leopard did not attend ; although this was no doubt 
a drawback to the pleasure derivable from such a trial of 
strength and agility, both the performers and spectators enjoyed 
themselves thoroughly. 

The weather in Shanghai has been fine. There has been 
considerable mortality caused by cholera ; although chiefly among 
the shipping, a few cases have also occurred on shore. 

The surveying expedition sent from Shangkai to the mouths 
of the Yang-tsze, was working fair progress. Tho last account 
was to the cffect that the officers ongaged were getting on satis- 
factorily, but. were much inconvenienced by the loss of the 
junks which accompanied them at first, but left unceremoniously 
‘after a short time, The Hardy's rudder became damaged 
during astorm which set in last Sunday, and she has accordingly 
returned to Shanghai for repairs. ‘The efforts made to discover 
the whereabouts of the Yang-tsze beacon have hitherto proved 
unsuccessful. 

A gencral impression (siys the North China Herald) prevailed 
before Sir Harry Parkes’ arrival at Shanghai, that he would take 
office with the higher title of Consul-gencral, and much sur- 
prise and disappointment were expressed when it became known 
that he would only assume the simple rank of a Consul. There 
is probably no other place in the world at which a Consul is 
called on to exercise so many and various functions as at this 
port, Besides the ordinary duties incident to his position, a 
Consul at Steen iscially an English Consul—finds 
himself frequently called upon to discharge those both of a 
governor and a diplomatist. He is the uatural referee to 
whom the Municipal Council have to look in all cases of diffi- 
culty, and the veal decider of most, if not all, questions that 
may be referred to the Minister at Peking, who must be maiuly 
guided by his opiuion. 

Two attempts have been made to break up and remove the 
wreck of the Lord Lyndhurst. On account of the force of the 
tide, it was found necessary to work at slack water only. Ac- 
cordingly, at 8.30 a.m. on Saturday, the 21st May, a blasting 
charge was sunk in the forchold, and exploded. “At 2.30 P.m. 
a similar attack was made on the main hold, a charge heavier 
than that which was used in the first case having been intro- 
duced. The effect wns extraordinary, A column of water 
about twelve fcet in height was thrown into the air, the deck- 
house was forced above the surface of the water, the mainmast 
‘was snapped about four feet below the cap, and the keel com- 
pletely shattered. An explosion in the forehold will, it is 
hoped, in a few days, complete the work, and again leave that 
part of the river free from obstructions, 

HANKOW. 

The tea season opened on the 26th of May with 7 chops, 
settled at tacls 36.50 to tacls 38.25 per picul. Ou the follow- 
ing day a further settlement of 8 chops wero made. Highest 














prices, taels 38.50. With few exceptions the musters are equal 
to last year’s, and in cases where inferiority is detected it 
arises probably from the wet weather which sct in at 
the commencement of the picking season. The latest sales 
in Shirtings are reported at taels 4.20 (high). San-ko- 
lin-sin has entered the Iluquang province at the head 
of an army, in obedience to an Imperial order desiring him to 
assist in suppressing the rebels. He is now about a hundred 
miles from Hankow. Liang-hung-chun, another geveral, who 
was deputed some time ago to suppress the disturbances a 
short distance from Haukow, has fallen into disgrace. After 
capturing asmall town from the insurgents, he not only per- 
mitted, but encouraged his troops in maltreating and outrag- 
ing the couutry people, It is feared, however, that he will be 
screened from the punishment he deserves, as he has many 
influential friends among the mandarins of the province, and is 
@ great favourite of the Futai, who will do all in his power to 
protect him. 

‘The following is the Shanghai Record’s letter from its cor- 
respondent in Haukow :— 

Hanxow, May 22, 1864. 

Since last, the following clippers have arrived,—the steamer 
Sea King, steamer Robert Loue, and ship Challenger. They 
are all laid on for Londen at high ratcs of freight. It is quite 
a relicf to the eye to sce these beautiful vesscls moored off the 
foreign settlement; however welcome the river steamers may 
be, one gets tired of the eternal beam-engine and castle of 
houses a a American. We have had cases of small-pox, one 
being fatal. Thanks to the unremitting attention and skill of 
Doctor Faulkner, the disease has in most instances been baffled ; 
really we are lucky to have such a skilful “ medico” amongst 
us; his time is so much taken up that he is getting out au 
“assistant.” 

‘About fifty or sixty dead bodies floated past the police- 
station yesterday morning; most of them had been decapi- 
tated, and others with arms and legs cut off, &. The Chincso 
here say a great battle has been fought between Neinfi and 
Mandarin soldiers, a long way up the Yangtse; this will account 
for the corpses. 

A number of encampments (without Knights Tem- 
plars) are situated on the opposite shore on the hills ; they 
drill daily, and go through their manouvres in true Chinese 
style. For the past fortnight we have had very pleasant. 
weather, but during the last two days a little too hut. 

The “Band” is nearly finished, and when hardened will add 
materially to the beautics of Hankow, It is a pity we have 
not a good photographic artist here to photograph our houses, 
settlements, etc., etc. 

The “ Customs” remove into the Hong recently occupied by 
Messrs. Fletcher and Co., on the 1st of June ; this will facilitate 
trade; the establishment being in the centre of Hankow and ° 
next to the S.S.N. Co.’s premises.

NINGPO. 

The rapid breaking away of the granite sca-wall in Hang-chow 
Bay is likely to produce the most serious consequeno:s. 
Formerly this wall was the object cf great care to the [mperial 
Government, and was then properly attended to, but it has for 
some years been neglected, and tle Government excuses itself 
on the ground of the pecuniary difficulties caused by the 
rebellion. The rice d'stricts in the vicinity of Nivgpo have 
already suffered from the salt water which fills the creeks. 
Starvation must follow, and the effects will not only be felt in 
Chekiang, but, in consequence of the failure of those large sup- 
yes of rice which have been brought yearly from Ningpo and 
Hang-chow, the inhabitants of Kiangsu will also be seriously 
affected. 

HONG KONG. 

The English mail of 26th April arrived out on the 7th June, 
The detes are duwn to the 13th June, The double screw 
steamer Far Fast, Captain Jones, arrived out on the 7th. ‘Che 
folowing report is published in the Hong Kong papers :-— 

The Fur East left the Thamcs on the 25th February, and 
discharged her pilot off Portsmouth on the 26th, getting out of

the Channel on tho 28th. She then encountered strong gales 
from the southward, with the usual high sca of the Bay of Bis- 
cay.* These winds coutinued up to the 8th of March, when on 
that evening the wind backed to south south-west, and blew a 
hurricane, laying the ship down with topgallant sail under 
water, and carrying away gaffs and jackstays of stcelyards, 
‘The lifeboats wore also washed away, and everything on decks ; 
the barometer during the time falling to 28.90. ‘The wind, how. 
ever, veered to the westward, where it continued and mode- 
rated, and from that time to her arrival the weather 
has been fine, and the winds have been unusually 
light, never reaching a reefed-topsail breeze, even down in 43 
degrees south. ‘The vessel during the passage has been under 
steam forty days, and was latterly short of coals; while, owing 
to the builders having directed in loading the placing of all 
heavy weights on the water line between decks, she became so 
crank after burning much coal that she would not stand up to 
her canvas with a side wind. The masts, yards, and rigging 
stand well, and the ship sails very fust, staying readily and 
steaming well, Qu the 30th May, in lit. 7.6 N., long. 
106.50 E, at 6.30 a.m, she passed a large bamboo 
Inoy, carefully moored, with Messrs, Jardine, Matheson, and 
Co.'s flag hoisted on a pole, She lowered a boat, when a 5-inch 
rope was obsevved to be attached to the buoy with a becket, 
wrought as if to lift some heavy weight. Sie was in company 
with the British brig Woodbine, from London, bound to Hong 
Kong at the time. On the 3ist, in lat. 8.14 N., long. 108.6 E., 
she signa'led the ship Corea, from London to Hong Kong, with 
Joxs of miz n mast, 

The following is from the Daily Press:— 

The storm of Sunday night and Monday morning last 
inflicted vast injury in this colony. We should say, at a rough 
guess, that if the damage done to public and privete property 
were estimated at half a million of dollars that it would be 
w.thin the mark, In addition to the destruction of property, 
there has been a considerable loss of life among the Chinese.

On Monday afternoon, however, 
a water-spout descended near Whampoa, drowning about two 
hundred Chinese. 

The following account is from the China Mail : 

The heavy rains which feil on Sunday night and during 
Monday have done more damage to the streets and to “private 
property than was to have been expected in so short a time. 
Old residents say that they have knowu much heavier showers 
do less damage than the late rains have done ; and we suppose 
that the destruction now visible in certain parts of the town is 
mainly owing to the ground having been prepared by the rain 
of a week previous, and so rendered easily assailable 
by the lashing torrents of Monday morning. We are as 
yet without information as to all the damage done, but 
a glance at that part of the city which lies eastward from the 
large water-tank presents a pitifulsight. Behind tho tank 
alarge portion of the roal has resolved itself into silt, aud 
disappeared from view, having been garried down the hill by 
the torrents of water, Coming eastward, we arrivé ag Mosque 
Terrace, where the rond is also gove, and nothirig but a 
yawning abyss remains in its place; the road leading to 
the castle is now only the track of a mountain torrent. 
Caine road his suftcred badly, and has, just behind Captain 
Heaton’s bungalow, burst in such a way as to throw down the 
retaining wall and iuundate the house below with floods of 
water and silt. Shelley street. from top to bottom, looks like 
a skeleton from which the bones have been picked. At the 
sides of the strect may now and then be seen the hollow shell 
of a footpath, whose hard chunam-work had resisted the water, 
projecting like a snow-wreath during a thaw. In fact, the 
damaged roads have all more or less the appearance which 
snow-covered land presents on the approach of fresh weather. 
Arrived at the foot of Shelley-stieet the torrent has turned to 
the left, and eut up the road most effectually, turning sharply 
round and forciug a channel for itself along Lyndhurst-terrace, 
again making a tnrn to the left snd burrowing deep into Gage- 
street, with an overflow into Co:hrane street, which did 
damage. But all the while another tremendous torrent 
had been hurling its whole momentum from Mosque-terrace 
down the whole length of Peel-strect, as also down by the 
London Mission-house, where a port of the eastern wall 
came down by the run, The whole of Grahami-strect, from the 
New Union Chapel site to Queen's road, is denuded of mould, 
and looks like the bel of a mountain stream. Chinese houses 
in the western part of the city are in many cases destroyed, 
and a good’ few lives lost. 

We notice that convicts are at work repairing the damage, 
but as the chasms are only being refilled with soft earth, the 
remedy can only be temporary, lasting until tho next heavy 
rains, 

















JAVA AND NETUERLANDS INOIA. 

We have dates frown Batavia to the 14th June. ‘The steamer 
which arrived {rom Singapore on the 3rd June with the Europe 
mails of the 26th April, brought the remaining portion of the 
previous mail which had been ieft behind, ‘ 

A slight disturbance of some importance had taken place in 
the vicinity of Batavia, A notorious horsc-stcaler of the name 
of Arbie, having raised a baud cf some one hundred marauders, 
committed serious depredations ou the arijaceut ‘Tangerang 
estates. His career was bat a short one, ‘Troops most 
promptly sent to the infested districs were soon on his 
track. He was pierced by several balls in the atternpt to 
capture him. ‘Tie actions of the man had not the slightest 
itical colour, but were simply the resuits of his wish to 











j revenge him elf upon the Schou’ (police officer) at Mauk, who 


once before had delivered him to the authorities at this place 
upon a charge of horse stealing. He belonged to a tribe of 
men to be fonud in the Awnyongs (villages) on the borders 
of the residency, and, unfortunately, only too numerous. 

His Excellency the Governor General left for Samarang on 
June 13 to lay the foundation stone of the railway-station at 
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that, ort, Cholera ha. suddenly commenced its ravages there, 
and v ould appear to be peculiarly virulent, felling its hundreds 
daily. The victims are, however, for th: most part of the 
native population. 

Tle nuuler of arrivals under the Dutch flag in Netherlands

Until it will havo appeared in approaching scssious how 
the new regulation works, the Bill in question will be looked 
upon with unqualified suspicion, India, delivered over to the

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates hence are to the 26th June. The London mail of the 
10th May reached by the steamer Malta on the 11th June, 
making the transit in two days less than the contract time. 
‘Tho Messageries steamer Lrymanthe, with dates from London 
to the 17th, and from Marseilles to the 19th May, reached ov 
the morning of the 19th June, The steamer Orissa, which 
brought on the present mail, did not arrive at Singapore till 
the morning of the 26th June, having been detained five days 
beyond her time by the breaking of the screw shaft on the 
passage down from Hong Kong. The sbaft, however, was 
repaired at sea, and the Orissa proceeded to Galle at two o'clock 
on the afternoon of the 26th, and it was expected would reach 
there in time to catch the Calcutta boat. She was not to call 
at Penang. 

The principal interest of the fortnight has been of a com- 
mercial nature. In our last (says the Overland Journal) we 
reported that several extensive traders had given way, with 
liabilities amounting in the aggregate to nearly a million and 
a half of dollars, Since then, one very large house and one of 
Tong standing, carrying on partly an import and partly a 
Jocal trade business, has had to suspend, with liabilities 
amounting to about a million of dollars. This failure 
kas been followed by a few more among the Chinese 
dealers, and they together bring the gross amount of insol- 
vency siuce tho Ist of January this year up to somewhere 
about three millions of dollars—a large sum certainly. But 
still, more than half of the debts in all casesare to secured 
creditors, and as the dividends likely to be realized will proba- 
bly reduce the balance by a third, not more than a million of 
dollars will be the amount actually lost ; and this sum scarcely 
amounts to 2 per cent. on the yearly trade of the port, if the 
mane of imports and exports are taken as the index of that 

le. 

The failure referred to is the following, thus noticed in the 
Straits Times of the 9th June :— 

td The old and much-respected house of D’Almeida and Sons, 
owing to recent heavy losses, and to the unfavourable state of 
business, had to call their creditors together yesterday to deli- 
berate upon the best course to adopt in their difficulties.

OrvictaL Notiricatioxs.—M, Mege has been appointed to 
assume charge of tie office of the Consul for France at Singa- 
pore, during the approaching absence of M. C. Troplong. His 
Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council is 
pleased to recognise the appointment of Mr. Alexandre Conighi 
as Provisional Consul for Austria ‘at Singapore. Mr. J, Ben- 
nett, Special Assistant Engincer, assumed charge of the Penang 
division from Major Helliard on the 9th May. Mr. W. W. 
Williams, Cullector of Stamps, has been appointed Commissioner 
of Stamps, including postage stamps, at Singapore. Mr. Georgo 
Norris has been confirmed in his appointment of Assistant 
Stamp Collector. Mr. Isaac Stone has been appointed Consul 
for the United Statesat Singapore. 

Captain Grant, and the crew of the British brig Morning 
Star, who axrived at Singapore on the 20th June in a Dutch 
schooner from Billiton, report the loss of the abov vessel in 
Gaspar Straits on tle Alceste Reef, on the 29th May. The 
Morning Star was bound on a voynge from Manila to New York, 
Her cargo consisted of hemp, sugar, and cigars. No lives were 
lost, and the cargo was partly saved, but in a damaged state. 
The cause of wreck is attributed to the greater extent of tho 
reef to the Northward than that laid down on tho chart. 
‘Tho following cross bearings were taken after the wreck : 
Small island east of Puloh Liat, S.E. by S. 3S.do. West 
side, Puloh Liat bearing SSW. Dry sand bank north end 
Puloh Liat, viz. South 2 miles distant: all way bearings. 

On Saturday, the 4th June, a numerous and influeutial body 
of gentlemen interested in the cause of education met at the 
school-rooms, Tanjong Paggar, at the invitation of Mr. C. P. 
Lalla, to witness the openiug of the “Cama Free School.” Mr. 
Woods, who was placed in the chair, said the district of ‘lan- 
jong Paggar was highly favoured in school matters ; for somo 
years a Malay school had been carried on at the sole 
expense of Mr, Guthrie, au old resident ; and now the same 
district was blessed with the present school, founded by the 
Cama family, and intended for all crecds. There were already 
56 Chinese boys, comprised in five classes ; and the monthly 
expenses of the school—about one hundred dollars—were en- 
tirely defrayed by Mr, B. H. Cama. Mr, Woods concluded by 
declaring the Cama Free School open, and invited the friends 
present to accompany him toan adjoining room—where refresh- 
ments were provided—and there drink success to the under- 
taking. This having been done in champaign, Mr. Lalla’s health 
was drunk with three cheers. The scholars sang a school song, 
showing that they had already derived some benefit from their 
new teacher, and the guests departed apparently well satisfied 
with their entertainment. 

It was expected that the sccond King’of Siam would visit 
Singapore at the latter part of June or the beginning of July. 

The Chinese have long been acknowledged to be an 
ingenious people, aud unfortunately their ingenuity is 
not slways applied to completely legitimate purposes. 
They make good mechanics and first-rate lock-pickers. 
A somewhat novel display of Celestial ingenuity has been dis- 
closed before the police magistrate. A Chinaman was brought 
before him charged with smuggling chandoo tin boxes let into 
the soles of each of his shoes, The shoes in question 
were produced, and it was found that into the soles of 
each shoe a tin box was fitted with great nicety. The two 
boxes contained together about $7 worth of illicit chandoo, 
The ingovious smuggler had been caught: boldly walking along 
South Bridge-road, He was fined $100. 
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PENANG. 

It deserves to be noticed, says the Penang Gazette, that there 
are po less than six vessels at present loading Lers for 
London, representing 2,968 registered, or 4,500 tons of car- 
rying capacity. | We believe such an occurrence has never 
before been seen in Penang. Certainly there was a great waut 
of tonnage some time ago, and produce, therefore, accumulated ; 
but no one, probably, had the least idea that there was so 
much elasticity in Penang as to give employment to so many 
ehips at one time, and bound home to the same port. 

Recent arrivals from the Pedier coast (reports the Penang 
Argus of the 2nd June) mention that Lim Yeong, a merchant 
of Penang, has been murdered on that coast about three miles 
from ‘limeang. It appeared that Lim Yeong, was returning to 
Penang, in his trading prahu, about 12 coyans burden, with a 
cargo of black pepper, hides, aud gutta-percha, when two Malay 
sampans, with about twenty men, boarded his vessel, and after 
killing him and ali on board, they removed into their sampans 
what they could find and set the prahuadrift. A few months 
ago e trading prahu belonging to another Chinese merchant of 
this island was gutted by the Rajah of Timeang. It is time 
that the local authorities take steps for punishing these mis- 
deeds, and adopt some measures for the due protection of 
British trade carried on by our merchauts and traders with the 
adjacent islands. 

TRINGANO. 

The Sultan of Tringano, says a correspondent from that State 
tothe Straits Times, received a few days ago. bronze medal of 
the Great Exhibition of Engtand, with a very kind letter from 
the Governor of the Straits, also a certificate sigced by Earl 
Granville, Chairman of Her Majesty's Commission. It was 
Drought here by a Tringano prow, but his Ilighness, hearing 
the name of her most Gracious Majesty the Queen mentioned 
in the letter, ordered it to be received with the greatest honour. 
The next day thousands of his nobles, &., took it with them 
to the harbour, and from there brought it back to his High- 
ness’s palace under a royal salute of the guns of the 
Pabean. It was an impressive sight to see the happy faces 
of the people, at hearing that their beloved Radja was 
rewarded so well by the Queen’s Commissioners.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

TeA.—CanTon.—Little or no new Congou is expected this season ; 
40 chops are talked about; their coming is doubtful. A few Tayshar 
have been placed at full rates, A fair business has been done in Scented 
‘Teas, the rate for Capers tending downwards. Canton Gunpowder con- 
tinues saleable at previous rates. Young Hyson tending up. 

‘Axtoy.— Arrivals this season commenced later than usual but are now 
beginning to come down freely. ‘The market has not yet opened ; 80 far 
buyers evince no wish to operate except at a far lower range of prices 
than the Teamen will as yet concede. Congous: Most of the teas which 
have arrived prove inferior to last year’s both in quality and strength, but 
‘more attention appears to have been paid to the make of the leaf than in 
previous years. Arrivals at market, 5,591 half-chests. Contract, 2,156 half- 
che-ts acd 64 boxes. 

Foocutow.—The market for Conzous was opened on May 25th, by 
purchases of Suey Kut and Kien Ning kinds, at tacls 82 to 34: being 
about tals 1} to2 tower than last year. Yung Hows and Hap Yangs 
were at first neglected, but three days later were freely taken at 27 to 29 
taels, being 3 taels lower than last season. Finest Kisows (which had not 
arrived when the market first opened) began at the same time as Yung 
Hows, at 36 taels; and each chop has been cagerly bouzht on arrival at 
advancing prices, 37 and 374 having been paid for favourite chops. On 
the other hand, Hap Yangs and Yung Hows have declined 2to 3 taels on 
opening rates. The quality of the crop is iu gencral beiter than last 
year's, the teas being stronger and heavier. In many cases, however, the 
condition has been much injured by the wet weather. ‘This was particu- 
larly the case with the earlier arrivals of Yung Hows. ‘The true 
Kisow teas are very fine, much better than last year's; and 
we think, even finer than, though searcely so strong as, those of season 
186: The settlements reported are 42261 chest 000 hf-ch. and 
5,200 boxes. New Congous ; say Inferior (nixed with old tea) 2,734ch., 
3,800 hf-do. and: 800 boxes at 214 to 28 taels. Second class Kisows, 
16,800 ch., 15,000 bf-ch., and 1,100 boxes at 32 to 34 taels. Good to 
fine. 1,300 ch. 12,350 hi-ch. and 3,300 boxes at 35 to 37 taels. Finest, 
6,400 ch. and 1,000 hf. do. at 38 to 39 tacls, Also 4,700 hf ch. and 200 
boxes Oolong, fair cargo to superior at 24} to 32 tacls. The supplies of 
new teas to date amount to 85000 ch. Congou, 840 ch., Souchong, 
7,200 hf-ch, Oolong, and 1,20) boxes Scented, against same time last 
season, 98,700 ch, Congou, 2,700 ch. Souchong, 400 ch. Pekoe, 3,330 
hf-ch. Oolong, and 8,150 boxes Scented. ‘Three clippers with new teas 
have sailed for London and two others are under despatch. 

SHANGHAL.—Black : Settlements of 1,600 chests common Congou are 
reported at 15 to 21 taels, leaving only 320 chests of old tea in stock. 
‘There have been no arrivals of the new crop, but supplies are daily 
expecied. The total shipments of Congou from Shanghai for the season 
just closed amount to 435,00) chests (inclusive of 35,000 direct from 
Hankow) against 294,000 the previous season, Green: But a small 
business has been done. 

Krvktavo.—Green Teas: The market is swept of last season’s teas, 
‘The intelligence regarding the coming crop is varied. ‘The Fychow dis- 
trict was reported clear of rebels, and the gathering of the leaf was pro= 
ceeding apace. ‘The Moyune district was threatened, and the rebels were 
in its vieinity; the consequence was that the communications were dis 
turbed, anda great lack of confidence the result. Of Taipang leaf little 
is expected, and that only of interior quality. ‘The extent of the coming 
crop is of course only matter of conjecture; but it can *ardly be expected 
to exceed the supply of the season just closed, shor* 45 that supply was. 

Yoxontasa.—Very little business has h~9 done during the fortnight. 
There have been a few inconsiderah!- ‘Tusactions in the Old Teas, and 
the stock is very small, From, oJ {© 250 piculs of New Teas are re- 
ported in the market, but ~ "e teamen are azking extreme rates, no 
settlements are mad= 
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Nacasakt.—Little or none offering. Samples of the mew season's 
erope have been exhibited, and parcels are expected in the markets 
shortly. 

Raw Siux—Stancuat.—There has been very little done, and prices 
remain unchanged. The settlements of the fortnight are estimated at 70 
bales only, and holders are by no means anxious sellers. Little can be 
said regarding the prospects of the coming season. Hank musters of 
Tratlee aud ‘Taysaum have been received, but until the bale musters (ex- 
pected in a few days) shall rezch, no reliable opinion can be given.

SHANGHAL.—Prices are nominally the same, say Tle, 19.50 to 20.00 
per picul for No. | Shanghai denomination ; transactions are to a very 
limited scale. This may be accounted for from the absence of good 
staple on the market, the parcels offering being nearly all of very inferior 
description ; and the smallness of stocks. The private telegrams brought 
by the Fok-hien from Hong Kong to the Uth April, via Bombay, had 
some listle effect on the market, but buyers soon resumed. their 


























revious inactivity, preferring to wait the arrival of the mail 
ere, by which seven days later intelligence is looked for. We 
have not heard of any further transactions for the new scason's crop 


during the past fortnight. Advices by this and the ensuing Mail will no 
doubt very materially affect the carly quotations, if not give a tone to 
the season’s sales. Should the report of the Liverpool market, brought 
via Bombay, be verified, we may expect an active inquiry for new season's 
cotton. Our market here will be entirely dependent on advices from 
home ; the crop, no doubt, will be much larger than that of last year, but 
this will not affect price. ‘The experience we have gained of the Chinese 
Proneness to false packing, and the suggestions they must have recvived 
trom Europeans as to the poverty of staple and quality generally, may 
conduce to a better description of article being brought forward. At 
present there are about 10,000 bales of all descriptions in Shanghai, the 
bulk of which is of so unmerchantable a quality as to render dealers and 
speculators alike shy of operating at any price. 





CHINA IMPORTS, 


Cotton Yarx.—There is not any change to notice in the value of 
cotton yarn as compared with the quotations given under date of 28th 
ultimo, and the transactions of the fortnight are limited to a sale of 55 
s, and 50 bales purchased on foreign account for shipment coastwise. 

Shirtiogs also remain without much alteration in price, and the 
business of the past fortnight is comprised in settlements of 3,500 pieces 
purchased by the native dealers, and 700 pieces of damaged tubries 
disposed of by public au-tion. Sales of 500 pieces Ibs. 7.8 are reported 
from Foo-chow at $9.10 per piece. White Shirtings : ‘The settlements 
of these goods reported in the Hong Kong market amount to 
only 1,000’pieves, taken at about previous quotations. T-Cloths : 
Have met with a moderate amount of inquiry in this market dur- 
ing the past fortnight, but the value of the lighter descriptions 
of goods to which settlements have been mainly confined is slightly below 
the quotations yiven in last circular.

: Vice-Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, G.C.B., Naval Commander-in- 
Chief at Portsmouth, accompanied b his flag captain, Captain Scott, C.B., 
side-de-camp to the Queen, embarked in the Fire Queen steam yacht, 
Staf Commander Paul, and, proceeding out to Spithead, paid a visit to 
Vice- Admiral Edham Pasha, the admiral commanding the Timperial Ort0- 
man squadron now lying at Spithead, on board his flagship, the Paik 
Nusrett, 92 guns, Captain Ari Bey. 

The Queen has been graciously pleased to signify her intention to 
confer the decoration of the Victoria Cross on the undermentioued officer 
of Her Majesty's Indian forces, whose claim to the same has been sub« 
mitted for Her Majesty's approval, for bis gallant conduct during the 
operations at Umbeyla, on the north-western frontier of India, asrecorded 
against his name, viz.:—Bengal Staff Corps—Lieutenant Henry William 
Pitcher, Adjutant 4th Punjaub Infantry—For the daring and gallant 
manner in which, in the course of the recent operations against the frontier 
tribes, on the 39th of October, 1863, he led a party of his regiment to 
the re-capture the Crag Picket, alter its garrison had been driven in by 
the enemy; on which occasion sixty of them were killed in desperate 
hand-to-hand fighting.

‘The three 
brigades of infantry were drawn up in three lines, the third brigade in 
front, the second in the centre, and the first in the rear. Th a 
ments of cavalry were divided into two brigades, light and heavy, 
of the latter being occupied by the 2nd Life Guards. ‘The Royal. Engi- 
neer Train and pontoons, and the two battalions of the Militity Train, 
were formed in rear of the artillery. Precisely at 9.30 am. their Royal 
Highnesses and suite rode on to the ground, where they were received.

‘The 
attendance of spectators ®as unusually numerous, and the spot selected for 
the marching past and the mancuvres generally being entirely covered 
with heath was comparatively free from dust.

The Chinese and Japanese Repository for Junc is a number of 
unusual interest. It comprises a continuation of Mr. Lock- 
hart's “Medical Missionary Practice in Peking in 1861-2 ;” an 
article on the Situation of Peking, abounding in curious and 
interesting details ; another chapter of the “Story of Han-wan 
and the White Serpeut,” a tale which well deserves the honour 
of separate publication; and further instalments of the other 
articles that have been in course of reproduction in this perio- 
decal. Great astonishment has been often expressed at the 
vast distances to which immense blocks of stone must have 
been transported by the ancients. We shall have many of these 
wonders explained as we know more of the interior of China, 
where the practices and arts of antiquity will be found still in 
vigour, in a way that will illustrate many things told us by the 
historians of Greece and Rome that we still continue to esteem 
as scarcely credible. We read— 
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Some time ago a block of white marble, 15 fect long by 12 feet thick, 
and 12 feet broad. and computed to weigh 60 tons, was dug in these quar- 
ters [distant about 50 miles from Peking], and carried along a roid 100 
miles long, consteuc'ed for the purpose, to the Eastern tombs of the pre- 
sent reigning dynasty, to be cut into the figure of an elephant for the tomb , 
of the late Emperor, Heen-Fung. The block of martle was placed on + 
two ponderous trucks, made of large beams of timber lashed and clamped 
together, moving on 16 wheels, and drawn by 60 mules and horses to the 
tplace of its destination, It was an extraordinary sight, and almost all the 
foreign residents went to see it as it passed near the city tothe tombs.

“THE TIMES” SHANGHAT CORRESPONDENT. 


The Custom House returns of import and export trade of Shanghai 
during the past twelve months have been published during the past fort- 
night. There is a large falling off in exports, owing to the deficient 
arrivals of silk from the interior; but almost every other article of com- 
merce, with this exception, shows an increase, and the value of imports is 
£6,845.622 higher than during the previous year. The exports of 
silk fell from 68,300 piculs, valued at about £7,000,000. This 
falling off is, of course, attributable to the disturbed state of 
the country. There has been a gradual diminution in the arrivals 
from the silk district since the first year that they fell into 
rebel possession, although proportionately to the crop produced the 
quantity sent to the foreign market had never been so large. All the s:lk 
Preduerd which was not required for their own consumption was sent 

y the rebels to Shanghai, so that the actual deficiency in the crop was 
greater than the apparent falling off, as judged from the quantity which 
reached the foreign market. During the past year, however, the silk 
districts, which had been rapidly overrun by the rebels, and conquered 
with comparatively little fighting, had been reconquered by the Imperialists, 
and consequently again looted and desolated worse than before. The 
defeated rebels ‘carried away with them in their retreat all the pro- 
perty on which they could lay hands, and impressed the inhabitants as 
coolies, while the advancing Imperialists again looted what little was 
left, and this, judging from the accounts that have been received of the 
state of the recovered districts, can have been little indeed. Thus the 
production of silk during the past year fell off to a serious extent, and it 
is to be apprehended that during 1864 the crop may be still smaller. So 
far as regards the trade of Shanghai, however, 1 have no hesitation in 
asserting that the local Government has been the only sufferer through the 
falling off, on a-count of the reduction in duties. Merchants have been 
saved by it from heavy losses. Almost every shipment of silk which has been 
made to England during the present year has shown a loss, and it is logical 
to infer that if the shipments had been larger the prices realised would have 
been lower and the losres heavier. The inercased demand for cotton 
for exportation had the effect of nearly quadrupling the arrivals from the 
interior, the quantity exported being valued at three millions and a half 
sterling, instead of one million during 1862. The exports of tea also during 
1863 exceeded those of the previous year by more than 10,000,000 Ib. 
With the exception of amincrease of £700,000 in the value of opium, 
and £1,000.000 in treasure imported, the increase of six millions and a 
half which is shown by the return in the total import trade of the port is 
referable rather to a general increase than to any particular article. ‘The 
tonnage of inwards shipping in 1863 exceeded that of 1862 by 240,000 tons, 
and that of outeard vestels by 273,000. OF this increase about 150,000 
tons were in British, and 5:),000 in American ships. Thus it will be seen 
that, notwithstanding the falling off in the silk trade, the general increase 
in the trade of the port has been satisfactory, and now that the rebellion 
has been so nearly extinguished a still greater rise may be looked for—not 
in 1864, probably, because the struggle which has been going on in the 
two provinces of Keang-s00 and Che-keang must have had a depressing 
influence on the trade of Shanghai. But if, as may be expected, this 

ear witnesses the extinction of the rebellion, a great improvement may 

looked for in 1865, 



































INDIA.—PAST AND PRESENT. 


‘The annual statement of the Indian Budget presents a gratifying pic- 
ture of progress, cconomy, and improvement. Whichever way we turn 
we meet with the most convincing proofs that we have at last kit upon a 
plan which is destined to develop to the utmost the industrial capacities 
of India, and to preserve the wealth which she creates for the purposes of 
reproduction. Within the last five years Iudia has exchanged a deficit of 
fourteen mitlions for a surplus of several hundred thousand pounds. and 
that in spite of a deficiency in the article of opium alone of no less than 
£1,600.000. The Income-tax is, indeed, a failure. The Indian trader 
is not proof against the temptation which the virtue of the English trader 
has not been altogether able to resist, and it is announced that the tax is 
to be abolished asa part of the general revenue, and only retained for 
the purposes of local taxation. 

Whatever be the injuries that the American war has done to Lanca- 
shire, it has unquestionably regenerated India; but this process would not 
have been so sudden nor so complete had not a wise and provident Go- 
sernment prepared the way for this new burst of prosperity by piercing 
the vast interior with railroads, by putting the ‘finances i order, and by 
employing persons able not only to t English institutions 
to Indian use, but to invent new principles to meet Indian 
wants when the principles already known seemed not to be ft for the 
pur, ose. ‘The picture of foreign poliey in India is as gratifying as that of 
domestic improvement. We have at last learnt in India thatindifferencef 
which we are endeavouring to Ivarn in Europe. Three sons of Dost 
Mohammed Khan are fighting for the possession of the Afghan throne, 
and we in former times should have had our favourite and our enemy, 
and been busy with intrigues to support the one and supplant the other. 
As it is, we look on with pertect indifference at the unnatural conflict, 
ready to enter into friendly relations with the conqueror, and to give the 
conquered, if he escape the sword or the bowstring, an asylum within our 
dominions. Surely, this is much better than the costly folly of five-and- 
twenty years since. | We have unintentionally excited the jealousy of one 
Hill Tribe while chastising another, and suffered severely in consequence, 
while in the wild and mountainous region of Bhootan our Envoy has 
been insulted and our complaints scornfully rejected. Time was when 
this would have led to a war, but now we content ourselves with occupy- 
ing the passes by which Bhootan is connected with the rest of the world, 
and trust to this kind of land blockade to bring our refractory neighbours 
to reason. Such is the outline of the Indian Budget. Its statements are 
not only gratifying in themselves, inasmuch as they tell of peace and pros~ 

erity, but also ,from the promise they give that our Government will 
conducted on principles which will render that prosperity durable.

DESPATCH OF TROOPS TO JAPAN. ‘ 

(20th.) Mr. 8, Fitzcenatp asked the noble lord the Under-Secretary 
for War whether it was the case th: regiment had been ordered from 
Hong Kong to Japan on the requisition of Sir Rutherford Alcock ; and, 
if so, whether he could explain for what purpose these troops were wanted. 
—The Marquis of HantiNcTon said a despatch had been received from 
General Brown at Hong Korg, stating that a requisitiun had arrived from 
Sir Rutherford Alcock for the remsining companies of the 2nd Battalion 
of the 20th Regiment, then stationed at Hong Kong, to be tent to him at 
Yokohama. General Brown said that the requisition would be complied 
with as soon as transports could be obtained.—Mr. 8. Fitzceracp 
asked whether there was any statement in the despatch as to the object for 
which the troops were required in Japan. (Hear, hear.) The Marquis 
of HARTINGTON said that Sir Rutherford Alcock spoke only in general 
terms of the state of affairs at present existing in Japan.—Sir J. Paxtxc- 
ton : How many men are going ?—The Marquis of HaRTINGTON : Six 
companies.—Mr. Cogogn said he did not understand how many men 
were to be sent to Yokohama.—The Marquis of HartinoToN could not 
speak exactly as to the number of men; but he believed that there were 
two companies already in Yokohama, and the remainder of the troops 
would be six companies, or probably about 8)0 men.

(2ist.) Lord Naas, in the absence of Mr. Seymour Fitzgerald, asked 
the Secretary to the Admiralty whether a force of marines had been sent 
from this country to Japan, of how many men it consisted, and when it 
was despatched from the country.—Lord C. Pacer stated in reply that 
on the Zlst of December last Her Majesty's ship Conqueror was sent to 
Japan with a limited crew and 500 marines.—Lord R. Moytacu asked 
whether the troops and marines who had been sent to Japan had been 
sent there on the authority of the Cabinet or only by the order of some 
subordinate officer. In the latter case a grave constitutional question 
would arise, because the Crown alone had authority to do what might 
amount to an act of war against a foreign Sovereign. | He wished, also, to 
know whether, before the debate which was fixed for to-morrow, the Govern- 
ment would lay on the table the despatch from General Browo.—Lord 
Pataerston: The troops which were sent from Hong Kong were sent 
in consequence of a requisition from Sir R. Alcock in Japan, and not in 
consequence of orders from the Government liere. The troops were sent ~ 
to Hong Kong in order to be in readiness in case they might be wanted, 
but the immediate cause of their removal was a requisition ftom Sir R. 
Alcock. The noble lord asks whether the despatch will be laid on the 
table to-morrow in time for the discussion, That Iam not able to say. 

I cannot say whether that despatch by itself is one which should be laid 
upon the table without other accompanying despatches, but I will inquire. 


‘THE INDIAN BUDGET, 

(2lst.) Sir C. Woop made his annual statement of the finances of 
India. He began by observing that the favourable anticipations he had 
made in past years had been confirmed, and the hopeshe had held out had 
been more thin realized. The result was that, after an equilibrium of 
revenue and expenditure in one year, there had been a cont iderable sur- 
plus in three successive years. 48,319,000 of debt had been paid off, and 
there was a balance in the Treasury of upwards of £19,000,000. There 
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= 
had been a steady increase, he said, in all the items of revenue, the aug- 
mentation of the land revenue having resulted from the large quantity of 
land taken into cultivation, He weut over the other sources of supply to 
the Indian Exchequer, explaining, as he proceeded, the nature of each 
and the modifications they had undergone, remarking that most of them 
were derived from internal taxation, falling upon the people of India, He 
then adverted to the expenditure, to the increase in the price of com. 
modities and in the rate of wages. He entered very fully into the state of 
the cotton cultivation, showing that there had becn a progressive increase 
in the production and in the importation of East India cotton, and stated 
dhe measures taken to check its adulteration. He read statements of the 
augmentation of the exports of other articles of Indian produce—coffve, 
indigo, jute, woods, tea, and cinchona bark. He gave details respecting 
the state of public works in India, where there was now an excessive de- 
mand and competition for labour; the railroads, telegraphs, &e. ; and he 
then, after remarking that tranquillity prevailed within our own territories 
in India, traced the origin of the late operations against the fanatical tribes 
beyond the Punjab frontier, from the time of the Mahomedan schismatic, 
Syed Ahmed, to that of the Akhoond of Swat, their present head, and 
adverted to the quarrel with the chief of Bootan and his treatment of Mr. 
Eden, indicating the inexpensive measures to be adopted to bring the 
chief to reason, by occupying the passes of his territory, and cutting off his 
communications and supplies. In conclusion, he reviewed some of 
the leading measures of the Indian local Government during the past year, 
and vindicated the policy and administration of the home authorities. He 
concluded by moving the first of a series of reeolutions on the financial 
condition of tho several Governments of British India.

before the House at an earlier period of the S nd that it was not 
accompanied by the explanations of the Finance Minister in India, He 
complained likewise that so little attention was paid to opening out the 
internal navigation in that country. He, however, cou:zratulated the House 
upon the satisfactory character of the report given of the finances of India. 
Sir J. Eventwstone said they were now assembled on the 2Ist of Jul: 
to enact the solemn farce which last year was performed on the 23rd of 
July. At the close of the session, passed in laborious duties, the fragments 
of the House of Commons had wiet to deliberate upon the Government 
of 200,000,040 people. In his opinion a more scandalous sight could not 
be presented to the British nation than the situation of the House at that 
moment, when the welfare of the 200.000 000 confided to their care was 
being muttered over to empty benches. The statement of the right hon, 
gentleman was fo sue extent encouraging, as it showed that the natural 
resources of the country, assisted by that providential interposition which 
generally came to our did when we commi:ted great blunders, had raised 
the revenue of India to a paying point. He trusted that the Government 
of India would feel inclined to treat the services in India with more libe- 
raliy than they had hitherto displayed. By a formal decision of the 
Howse it had been declared that those services were entitled to considera- 
ind he gave the rizht hon. gentleman fair warning that if something 
was not done before Parliament met next year the decision of the House 
would again be taken on the subject. The revenue and expenditure of 
India which they were now discussing were matters of history, and debates 
of this kind simply converted the House of ‘Commons into debating 
socicty for expressing opinions upon India in general. He was glad to 
find that the recommendations of the committee for the transport of troops 
Was about to be carried into effect, and that the troops were in in future 
to be transported by way of the Hed Sea. The only matter of surprise was 
thal, as a question of economy, the Goverument had not made such an 
arrangement at a much earlier period. 

He should be glad, however, to learn from the rizht hon. gentleman 
whether the expense of transporting the troops from England to Alexan- 
dria would be defrayed by the Home Government or by the Government 
of India. In order to avoid the fevers which set in in Egypt when the 
waters began to fall he thought no troops should be sent from this country 
from the Ist of June until the Ist of November, Now that the railway 
system was being largely extended in India, it was the duty of the Go. 

rnmeut (o consider seriously whether a reduction in the Indian estab- 
Jishments might not be cffected. According to Sir Syduey Cotton, a 
most able and experienced authority, it was possible to gavern India with 
30 per cent, fewer troops than were now eniployed ; but that could only 
be done by the abandonment of the old system of cantonments, 
was now entircly obsolete, and by availing themselves of the facilities 
afforded by the ‘extension of the railway system, He recommended the 
Secretary of the Colonies to consider whetl:cr a similar course mizht not 
be advantageously pursued in the colonies for the development of rail- 
way communication, ‘There was, however, onc point to which the atten- 
tion of the Goverument of India did not appear to have been sufficiently 
turned. The v-hole of our efforts for the last few years had been directed 
to the development of ihe internal trafic of India doubt thac was. 
of paramount importance, but in order to reader it effectual it was also 
necessary to give increased facilities for the coasting trade of India. 

Tt had been stated by the right hon, gentleman that the labour-market 
of India was difficult to manage, but if the Government afforded proper 
facilities for conveying labour from one part of the country to another all 
the difficulty would cease. Three years ago he obtained a committee 

+ of thit House for the purpose of inquiring into the practicabiluy of deep- 
ening the chanua between the Indian Continent and the Island of Ceylon, 



























































20 as to enable large ships to go through that passage instead of going 
round the iceland. The canal to be dug for that improvement was not 
more than 4,000 yards, and when completed they would carry the coasting 
trade of India by a route 360 mi'es nearer than the one it now took. From 
the most unexceptionable engineering evidence given before the com- 
mittee, it was clear that an outlay of £100,000 or £150,000 would suffice 
to make that channel fit to admit a line of buttle ship. It was most im- 
portant that such a work should be executed out of the surp'us revenus: 
of India, and he wished to know whether any steps had been taken for 
that object. 

Another point on which he desired to have information was as to who 
paid for the British navy in India, The coasts of India extended over 
4.000 miles, and the whole police of those seas was now managed by the 
Royal Navy. One of the first acts of the right hon. gentleman was to 
extinguish the Indian navy, which comprised more scientific men in the 
aggregate body of its officers than any other service that he knew of, 
excepting, eat ps, a strictly scientific service like the Royal Engineers, 
Whether employed as ambassadors, diplomatists, linguists, explorers, ot 
seamen, those olticers had maintained a position of the highest respect- 
ability and honour under the East India Company, and they had per- 
formed services of the greatest value and imporiance. But they had now 
been swept away with scanty thinks and justice. He would therefore 
suggest to the right hon. gentleman that with his overflowing budyet he 
should extend to the older members of that profession some of the 
advantages which he was now conferring on the black inhabitants of that 
country which they had sased from anarchy, confusion, and despotism, 
These men had been replaced by the Royal Navy; and he would ask 
whether the taxpayers of England were to send out a navy to do the business 
of the right hon. gentleman, and enable him to come down to the House 
with a lourist.ing statement about the revenues of India. Instead of the 
old rule by which an officer's Indian allowances began when he passed the 
Cape, an ideal line had been drawn which did not exist in fact, and which 
would operate with pr | inconvenience and injustice towards this 
country. He wished to know how the right hon, gentleman intended to 
deal with that matter. 

He understood, also, that an important alteration was about to take 
place with regard to the Straits Settlements; and le would be glad to know 
in what that change was to consist. Since Singapore had been established 
and guaranteed as a free port it had undergone the most marvellous de- 
velopment, The whole trade of the Eastern Archipelago had been cen- 
tred there, and the progress of the settlement had been mainly duc to its 
immunity from all port charzes; but he now learnt that there existed a 
ign on the part of the Government of India to impose regulations upon 
Singapore, He wished to kuow whether or not that was really the inten- 
tion of the Government, because, if so, that opportunity might be obtained 
in the next Session which was denied him in the present one of opposing 
a policy likely to be so mischievous. 

Sir C. Woop said no alteration in the position of Singapore was in- 
tended; but questions had been raised by the Sinzapore Chamber of 
Commerce as to hirbour-masters, and also as {o moorings, and it was 
stated that no objection would be made to the levying of some small duty 
by the Indian Government if those alterations were made. He believed 
that he had noticed all the points that had been raised, and had only 
farther to thank the Committee for the patient attention they had given 
to his statement, and to thank hon. members for the suzgestions which 
they had mide, and which he could assure them should receive his most 
careful attention. (Hear, hear).

RE-INFORCEMENTS FOR JAPAN. 

Hrruerro the British military force in Japan has consisted 
only of two companies of infautry, and about twenty mounted 
troopers of the military train ; acting more as a guard of 
honour to the Legation and Consulates at the open ports, than 
for the purposes of warfare. The hostile operations recently 
effected, and so successfully carried out, were entirely at the 
hands of the naval service—of course including the gallant 
marines, who encountered their share of danger on shore at 
Yedo. It has not been for want of their presence as a land 
force that no British soldiers were present during the recent 
operations, for Colonel Nzatw requested Coneral Staveter 
to send him reinforcements of infantry and artillery before 
making the attack on Kagosima, but the request was not com- 
lied with, as their presenco could not be spared from Shanghair 
where they engaged in the operations against the Taipings: 
Now that this is no longer necessary, and the garrison at 
Hong Kong is far in oxccss of its requirements, we observe 
that General Brown bas acceded to the request of Sir RutHEr- 
ForD ALcock, to forward au additional force from the 2nd bat- 
talion of the 20th Regiment, comprising six companies, aud 
making in all about 800 troops at the disposal of the British 
Minister. We observe that a question was asked by Mr. S. 
Frrzasrap of the Under-Secretary for War, for what purposes 
they were wanted. In reply the Marquis of HarrrxcTon said 
that “the requisition would be complicd with as soon as trans- 
ports could be obtained.” A conversation followed in which 
some hon, members anxiously inquired what Sir RutHerrorp 
Atcock wanted them for, but no definite reason was given. We 
take it to bo the necessity he sees for having a land force at 
his disposal, in order to aid the Txcoon’s Government should 
it be necessary to take hostile measures against that refrac- 
tory Daimio, the Prince of Caosuiv, who persists in closing 
the Strait of Shimonoscki, which is to be opened to foreign 
ships, and that, in all probability, will be followed by the free 
navigation of tho Sea of Japan. Beyond this we are of opinion 
the warlike tendencies of Sir Rurmerrorp do not extend, if 
even they go so far. As it is reported, ho intends taking 
up his residence at Yedo, no doubt he deems it ne- 
cessary to be provided with a stronger guard than here- 
tofore, in order to do without the prescnce of native guards, 
who have been a body of spies, aud useless against assassins. 
There need be no apprehension of a warlike policy in our 
relations with Japan as longas Sir RurHerrorp ALcock retains 
the helm of affairs. Apart from the hostile appearance of 
this movement of troops from China to Japan, it will have 
a most beneficial effect on the health of the fortunate corps. 
Indeed, it is only a sanitary step to do so occasiovally with all 
the troops in China who suffer from exhaustion and disease in 
that unwholesome climate, and who soon become reinvigorated 
in the salubrious insular climate of Japan. So far, therefore, 
the change will be welcomed by the 20th, and we have 1o 
doubt but all friends of the soldier—stationed at unhealthy 
localities on foreign service—will approve of this movement 
of our gallant men from China to Japan. 


























THE HONG KONG MINT. 

Br the Oithona, leaving in a few days, some heavy iron 
work, such as strong-room doors, forges, engineers’ tools, &o., 
has been shipped, to be followed ina week or two by another, 
shipment of engines, boilers, &c. The rolling mill, engines 
&c., have left in the Prince Arthur. 

Tt is decided to make the new dollars more perfect by placing 
a legend round the outer edge, to act against the prevalent 
system of the Chinese in placing base metal between the sur- 
faces. It is desirable to have the lettersin relief, which renders 
it necessary to construct very intricate, and, at the same time, 
powerful machinery, We have seen a sample of the new dollar, . 
which is avery attractive coin. On the obverse there is ag ~ 
ornamental border, with the words “ Victoria, Queen.” The 
bust will be somewhat similar to the English florin, and the 
reverse has a border of the same pattern, and within are the 
words “Onc Dollar, Hong Kong, 1864,” in bold black letters. 
The centre of the coin is formed by four shields, placed in the 
form of a cross, with the translation in Chinese of the above 
inscription. At present the words forming the legend round 
the outer edge are not decided on. In consequence of the 
great demand for the smaller coins sent out per Mobin Hood.~ 
there will be shortly shipped twenty tons of mils, twenty tons 
1 cent piccos, together with a quantity of 10 cent silver coin, 
the latter now being at a premium. In addition to this, as’, 
soon as the new dollar coin is ready, 2} million dollars arc to 
be coined and shipped monthly to Hong Kong until counter * 
manded, to meet the requirements of the Government in China 
and Japan, With this supply it is to be hoped that the enor- 
mous items of ‘loss by exchange” in the Government accounts 
will disappear. The erection of the mint has been undertaken « 
chiefly on this account. The departure of Captain Kinder and 
staff depends upon instructions from his Excellency Sir H. + 
Robinson. Wo were in error in stating that Mr. Inglis was 
foreman to Messrs. Rankin; it should have been forworly of 
the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich. Mr, Inglis has sailed in th 
Prince Arthur.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Ty our Parliamentary columns it will bo scen that in the 
debate on the Indian budget Sir J. Elphinstone asked if it- 
were correct that it was intended to introduce imposts 
into the Straits Scttlements, which would destroy their 
character as free ports, Sir Charles Wood stated it 
was only intended to levy a tax for the purpose of defray- 
ing the expense of some improvements to the harbour. 
This, Sir Charles stated, was proposed by tho Singapore 
Chamber of Commerce. This we very much doubt. We be- 
lieve that the merchants of Singapore would rather promote a 
levy on themselves, and inhabitants generally of Singapore, than 
that the port should be burthened with any duties. Such a 
policy would be suicidal in the extreme. 

Our readers will understand that this subject is in no way 
connected with that of the transfer question, which we be- 
lieve to be in the position described in a late issue—viz., that. 
ail the obstacles having been overcome, it remains only to got 
a Bill passed through the House next Session to carry iuto 
effect this long agitated matter. 

Since writing the above, we see that Mr. Read, of Singapore, 
has, in a letter to The Times, which we append, fully confirmed 
our view as to the impost of taxes. We gladly welcome Mr. 
Read's assistance during his residence here in promoting the 
interests of tho settlements, and exposing the errors which 
exist. Surely no better proof can be wanted that the transfer 
is urgently needed. 


. (To the Editor of The Times.) 
Sir,—I have to request that you will allow me to correct a statement 
made by Sir Charles Wood when replying to Sir James Elphinstone in 
the House of Commons yesterday eventag, 
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‘According to the report in The Times of to-day Sir Charles Wood 
said “that no alteration in the position of Singapore was intended; but 
questions had been raised by the Singapore Chamber of Commerce as to 
harbour-masters and also as to moorings, and it was stated that no objec- 
tion would be made to the levying of some small duty by the Indian 
Government if those alterations were made.” 

‘This is not strictly correct. The facts are these, viz. :—Tt was the local 
authorities who proposed levying a tonnage due to meet the expense of 
a harbour-master’s establishment. ‘The opinion of the Chamber of Com- 
merce baving been sought by the Governor of the Straits Settlements, the 
members unanimously rejected the proposal as an infringement of the 
liberty of the port, and have ever since energetically protested against 
the mearure. 

The Indian Board will best meet the wishes of the Chamber of Com- 
merce by leaving the port in the full enjoyment of that freedom which 
was guaranteed by Sir Stamford Raffles and confirmed by the Imperial

AFFAIRS IN FRENCH COCHIN-CHINA AND 
CAMBODIA, 

Frost complications are gathering around the French in 
their culony of Lower Cochin-China, and in their relations with 
the neighbouring tributary state of Cambodia, through their 
recent interference with the government and internal affairs of 
that country, in consequence of the treaty with the Somdetch 
Para Naravos, and acceded to by the Kre of Straw. From 
information just come to hand, on which we place the utmost 
reliance for its authenticity, wo are in a position to state that 
this treaty, instead of being the result of friendly negotiations 
between Admiral De ra GRanvrere and the Viceroy of Cam. 
BopIa, was made “under compulsion,” when that naval officer 
appeared unexpectedly at Udong, as the Governor of French 
Cochin-China, witha treaty, all cut and dry, backed by an armed 
retinue from on board @ war-steamer, in which ho unceremoni- 
ously spied the interior of Cambodia. The original treaty was 
so exacting in its terms, that the Viceroy would not entertain 
it, especially as he considered he had not the power to conclude 
such a convention without the sanction of his master, the Kiva 
of Stam, Ifowever, the French Governor was persistent, and 
hinted at using strong measures for the compliance with his 
demands, which ¢o influenced the Viceroy that he consulted 
with his most peaceful nobles, and modificd the French treaty, 
g0 as to render it more palatable to the people and the Siamese 
King and Government. These modifications were agreed to by 
the Admiral, after strong endeavours to get all he could in the 
way of territorial concessions ; when he hurried the Cambodian 
officials to render the treaty into the native language, and 
ordered it to be signed in twenty-four hours, thereby giving no 
time for mature consideration. In this manner was the bantling 
treaty batched, which we published in our last issue ; not ouly 
without the consent of the tribute Krve of Stam, but avoiding the 
common courtesy of advising him to that effect, through the 
French Consul at Bangkok. The first announcement that 
Monarch had of the existence of this document was through the 
native officials ; and hence the alarm felt at the encroachments 
of the French beyond the frontiers of their conquered territory. 
Fearful of the consequences that in all prebability would result 
from a hostile opposition to this act of aggression without his 
cognizance, the timid King made a virtue of necessity, and suc- 
cumbed., He fell into the trap laid for him with a better grace 
than the French in their ambitious projects ever dreamt of. 
Hence the subsequent conciliatory proposals to erect Cambodia 
into a kingiom, and crown the Somdetch Pura Narapom, 
King; but, nevertheless, to send tribute to Siam. Accord 
ing to our advices from Bangkok, the Siamese and French 
functionaries were about proceeding to Udong, for the purpose 
of crowning the new Monarch. Accounts from thence have 
also reached us reporting a complete revolution in the Govern- 
ment of Cambodia, by a party of the most irifluential nobles, 
inimical to the French, who repudiate the treaty, and are deter- 
mined to give them a hostile reception should they persist in 
enforcing its articles, For this purpose they have deposed the 
Somdetch Para Narapox for having negotiated such a servile 
treaty ; which literally hands over the free navigation of the 
Great River Mc-Kong, and all the foreign trade of that noble 
stream, to the surveillance of the French, who may hold forti- 
fied positions at its embouchure, or any other part in the 
interior that suits their plans of conquest; while at Charvey- 
Chung they have secured land on which they could easily build 
an impregnable citadel, with water communication to any 
part of the interior to within one hundred and fifty miles of 


Bangkok, where their exploring vessels have been already. This 
revolutionary party are preparing an army to resist the advances 
of any French force from Saigon; and upwards of sixteen 
thousand armed men, chiefly the retainers of the hostile nobles, 
were massed together at Udong, and some on the frontiers. It 
was also reported that the French were hurrying up troops to 
put down the insurrection, and maintain Para Narapox in his 
rule over Cambodia ; while tho insurgent party have elected 
his brother to reign in his stead. From the foregoing it would, 
appear that this exclusively Freuch treaty with Cambodia is 
after all a rotten affair, and will require to be enforced at the 
point of the bayonet. It is but another chapter in the history 
of French futile attempts at colonization, and in all probability 
is the commencement of a campaign of subjugation aud con- 
quest, similar to that of Cochin-China, where so much blood and 
treasure has been spent for so little profit. 

Meauwhile, how fares it with that colony, which has been 
puffed up by every journal in Franco ; and even in this country 
wo are almost alone in giving a correct account of the state of 
affairs—which we have reason to believe is endorsed by the 
merchants and civiliaus connected with Saigon on the opposite 
shores of the channel. A short time back we commented upon 
the unsatis‘actory system of government there, which was not. 
only driving the native resources for trate from the colony, but 
in the most suicidal manner laid restrictions upon shipping an@ 
merchandise that are utterly subversive of commerce, The 
misgovernment of these naval officers has at last reached such 
a pitch, that the merchants of Bourdcaux have petitioned their 
Chamber of Commerce on the backslidings of Admiral De ta 
Granptere and his Exccutive corps, with a view to bringing it 
before the Imperial Government for reformation. Tho follow- 
ing is a translation of the petition : 

“ Gentlemen,—The undersigned, merchants at Bordeaux, having 
serious transactions commenced in Cochin-China, beg to call your at 
tention to the deplorable condition of French trade in that colony. For 
a long time past all their correspondents ecmplain of the difficulties they 
encounter in settling in a regular manner the disputes which arise both in 
civil and commercial matters. All proccedings are submitted to the 
jurisdiction of a naval officer, who accumulates in his person the functions: 
of civil judge, commercial judge, justice of peace, notary, and bailiff, 
The consequence is an inexplicable confusion in business; an erroneous. 
or exaggerated interpretation suffices often in order that the simplest 
process muy be converted into an offence, and the most respcctable trader 
may be suddenly compromised in honour and fortune, or even his personal 
liberty menaced. ‘The importance of the colony and that of the business. 
transacted there require in an imperious manner the cessation of such a 
state of things, as contrary to the extension of commercial business, and 
the prosperity of so rich a country, The undersigned beg, then, gentle- 
men, to solicit your intervention with the Government, to request the 
prompt establishment in Cochin-China of a regular jurisdiction, in 
accordance with the laws which rule the mother country ; for, otherwise, 

it is all over with the colony, and every merchant will be obliged to quit 
acountry where he finds neither security for his interests nor guarantee 
for his liberty.” 

Our private advices from Paris inform us that this petition 
of the representatives of the struggling port, among the 
merchants, is having its desired effect. The ministerial bureaus 
are very much engaged with the subject at present, and intend 
substituting a civil governor and administration instead of this 
expensive and corrupt naval government. We further learn 
on good authority that the French Government has decided, 
after scrious deliberation, to abandon the protectorate of the 
northern provinces of Lower Cochin-China, handing them 
back to the jurisdiction of To-Duc and the Court of Hué. 
In this case these provinces will be only temporarily occupicd 
by French forces, until such time as that King pays a certain 
amount of indemnity, which was arranged with the 
Annamese Ambassadors during their visit to France. Just so t 
The Esperor of the Frexca and his astute Minister for Foreign: 
Affairs sco that more profitable conquests may be made in Cam- 
bodia and Siam than in Cochip-China and Tonquin, and conse- 
quently they repeat the watchword, “ Westward Ho !” ‘The thin 
end of the wedge has been inserted in that direction ; and the- 
rising of the insurrectionary party against their progress is just 
the excuse they wanted to extend their dominion towards the 
tich lake and river regions of Cambodia. We shall watch with 
much interest the progress of these new phases of the French 


conquest of Lower Cochin-China. 











FRANCE AND COCHIN-CHINA. 

‘A recent number of the Levue des Deux Mondes contains 
an article which has gathered importance since publication 
from facts that have lately become known to the public. The 
Treaty with Cambodia, which first appeared in English in our 





columns, startled all who take an interest in the affairs of that 
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part of the world, by suddenly revealing a fresh stage of the 
course determined on by the Emperor of the French as the 
one to be pursued in those distant regions. Under the title of 
“ The Expedition to Cochin-China, and French Policy in the 
Far East,” we have a resumé of the history of Freuch relations 
with the Annamite Empire sinco the year 1857, with the 
articles of the new Treaty of Saigon, of which we had already 
heard soisthing ; and the whole wound up by a disquisition on 
the path to be pursued in the future. This new treaty, which 
the writer in the Revue speaks of as “a sudden transformation 
in the policy of France,” is identically that announced in The 
London and China Telegraph of the 13th June, from informa- 
tion received by way of Singapore. Let us, however, repro- 
duce the statement made in the Revue :— 

From this time [that is, while they were in Paris! the report was current 
among the public that the Annamite Ambassadors had opened a negotia- 
tion for the recovery of the three provinces we occupied in Cochin-( 
Those who repeated the rumour did not believe it, so improbable did 
appear. The Annamite Ambassadors took their departure, and people 
remained convinced that if they had made the tentative imputed to them, 
it was rather in obedience to a sentiment of nationality honourable to the 
vanquished, than from a hope of success. At the close of the year 1863, 
however, a few days before the opening of the legislative session, M. 
Aubaret, a naval officer having the rank of capitaine de frégate, set out 
for Hué, and advices from Saigon attribute to hin a mission of some 
delicacy, He was the bearer, i d, of anew treaty to King Tu-Duc, 
drawn up in accordance with bases agreed on in Paris with the Annamite 
Ambasead Nothing was to be changed init. Nothing was wanted to 
complete it but the addition of a few accessory arrangements relative to 
local boundaries. This treaty stipulates that the three provinces of Gi 
dinh, Bienhoa, and Dinh-tuong shall be restored to King Tu-Duc, with 
the exception of the city of Saizon, some ports of Thu-daomot, and the 
citadel of Mitho. In return for this restoration the Annamite Govern- 
ment will recognize the protectorate of France over the siz provinces of 
Lower Cochin China, and will pay, over and above the indemnity already 
agreed on by the Treaty of Saigon, 
the first three years, and of two millions for each of the following years.

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The italics in the above are our own, and will evable the j 


reader at once to catch the subtle proviso by which the at pre- 
sent inconvenient and burdensome occupation of three provinces 
is exchanged for a protectorate over six ; thus doubling both the 
moral opportunity and territorial space for French interference. 
The purchase-money Tu-Duc is to pay for this concession is 
heavy enough ; for the original indemnity stipulated by the 
Treaty of 1862 for the expenses of the war was only four 
millions of dollars, payable within ten years. According to 
M. Henri Galos, the writer of the article under notice, intel- 
ligence of this treaty caused intense dismay “among the manu- 
facturers and merchants established at Saigon,” who, he would 
have us believe, see in it a deathblow to prospects of unbounded 
success and magnificent fortunes. The letter, however, from 
“ one of the most considerable inhabitants of Saigon,” adduced 
to support this assertion, is evidently written by a person hold- 
ing high government office, and not by a member of the mer- 
cantile community. Tie only check spoken of in it is “the 
atmoying check to French policy—a check we must impute to 
our own want of perseverance, much rather than to the ob. 
stacles we have cucountered.” Nothing whatever is said of any 
damage to French commercial interests likely to accrue from 
the change in the Imperial purpose. 

We shall not, however, take up the time of our readers with 
any criticism on, or much further reference to, the views lield 
by BM. Galos. When a man broaches a theory of colonisation, 
and leaves climate utterly unmentioned—treating the matter as 
one of so entirely an abstract nature that the point of whether 
the territory to be colonised is under the Equator, or to the 
north or south of the Tropics, need not intrude for one moment 
into the argument—thinking aud business men will directly 
conclude that his notions on the subject are little worthy of 
attention, N, Galos derotes a page to tho way in which 
the English colonised New Zealand, as if he had fastened 
on something apropos to Saigon, Our readers will recollect, 
perhaps, what was said of tho latter place by the Count 
Escayrac de Lauture, whose “ Mémoires sur la Chino” we 
noticed in April last. ‘The climate of Cochin China was there 
stated to be “as wholesome as that of a vast rice-ficld eau be, at 
the mouth of a great river, and close to the equator.” Taking his 
cue, therefore, from the history of our own East India Company, 
the Emperor Napoleon, it would scem, is, for the present, con- 
tent to give up the occupation of the interior, and simply hold 
the sea-ports, . Two or three “factories,” as they used to be 
called, along the coast, and the rest of the country will follow 
sooner or later.  Keculer pour mieux saunter is an often quoted 
phrase. Nupoleon IIL, by the new treaty with Tu-Due, is 
about to give usa splendid example of how to draw back so as 
to make the surer spring. 
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Let us proceed, then, to that portion of the article which 
concerns “French policy in the Far East ” as exhibited in what 
relates to Cambodia, Here are the facts in reference to the 
treaty with that country laid before the reader in a late 
number :— 

As soon as the King of Cambodia was aware of our friendly intentions, 
and understood that his independence was ia question, he sent Monsignor 
Miche, the Bishop of Cambodia, to our Governor, to make known his 
desire to confer with him, and to see our flag floating in Cambodian waters, 
so that piracy might be expelled and his own authority be relieved from 
the unceasing pressure exercised on it in turn by the Siamese and An- 
namites.. Admiral de la Grandiere eagerly welcomed these overtures, 
and repaired to Udong. He arrived there at the very moment that an 
Annamite general came to summon the King to pay the usual tribute. 
This circumstance did but strengthen the monarch’s disposition to ally 
himself with France. The negotiation was not long : assisted by Mon+ 
signor Miche, the Admiral signed a convention by which he accepted the 
otter of the Sovereign of Cambodia to place his kingdom under the pro- 
tectorate of France. 

This act may be the source of serious difficulties; but was it not ne+ 
cessary? Was it not an inevitable consequence of our position? ‘The 
brave admiral who decided on taking such a responsibility on himself was 
under no illusion as to the complications it might create, and if he risked 
them it was that our undisputed ascendancy over Cambodia was the in- 
dispensable condition to our establishment in Cochin-China. It was, in 
fact, an imperious necessity that our new possession should be covered on 
the north by a sure ally, so a8 to dispose of our military means in watching 
our other frontiers, and in keeping in check the Annamites, who are 
rather held down than subjected, and are always ready to dispute the pro 
vinces conquered by our arms. Cambodia furnishes us with seven or 











; eight thousand cattle, needed for the supply of our troops. From the 


great lake there are obtained considerable quan’ of fish, which are 
dried and salted, and the exportation of which is capable of great de- 
‘On the banks of the river is gathered the produce that feeds 
Saigon; and but for this decisive act of Admiral La Grandiere we ran 
the danger of seeing the tide of commerce diverted from our establish. 
ment by the Hatien canal, or the Bassac arm [one of the mouths of the 
Cambodia}, and our new possession condemned to perish for lack of air 
and room. 

Scarcely was it concluded than this negotiation excited the warmest 
protests from the Government of Siam. 
at once wrote to Admiral La Grandicre that the Viceroy of Cambodia ied 
if the Sovereign of that country werea mere functionary holding from the 
Siamese Government) had informed him that, under constraint, he had 
just signed a convention with the Governor of Saigon. The Siamese 
‘Minister complained of this, and expressed his astonishment at not having 
been acquainted with the intentions of the French representative—the 
more so, he said, that such conduct was in contradiction to the words of 
the Emperor of the French and to the asturances given by his Minister 
of Foreign Affairs to the Siamese Ambassadors—words and assurances 
which authorised him to conceive that the question of the boundaries 
of Lower Cochin-China and the kingdom of Siam would be settled by 
direct arrangement with the Government of Bangkok. Without entering 
into explanations as to the forms employed, our Governor contented him- 
self with replying that, notwithstanding her obligations towards Siam on 
the one hand, and France and the Court of Hué on the other, Cambodia 
was a kingdom whose independence and autonomy could not be legiti- 
mately contested, and that, consequently, he had the right to treat_with 
that State without consulting the opinion of the Government of Siam. 
‘As regarded the constraint put on the King of Cambodia, Admiral La 
Grandiere energetically repudiated the charge. His own honourable 
character, even more than the attendant circumstances, and the interven- 
tion of the Kishop of Cambodia, guaranteed the perfect honesty of the 
convention. In signing the treaty, the Admiral took care to bind himself 
only until it was ratified by the French Government; but his conduct was 
approved, and in the month of November, 1863. the Minister of Marine 
announced to him that his colleague, er for Foreign Affairs, had 
forwarded him regular pow ind special instructions for giving a definitive 
character to the convention concluded with the King of Cambodia. At 
























the same time, and in preparation for the execution of the treaty, M. de 
Chasseloup Laubat ordered the Gosernor, following the English system, 
to establi 





ish a fortified depot for coal near Namvan, or the Four Arms, a 
sition that eommands the river's course, and the place where the largest 
market in Cambodia is held. 

Tn the above, then, we have the position of matters plainly de 
fined. The French have relieved themselves from the costly task 
of occupying vast tracts of the Aunamite country—a task no less 
prodigal of human life than of money ; but will hold possession 
of the principal ports, thus commanding the entire trade of the 
empire, These ports will be fortified, and turned into naval 
arsenals, as well as depots of commerce. ‘Che Emperor has 
learnt from the example of England that at that distance from 
home a fleet is far more dreaded, whzther for attack or defence, 
than a small gurison of unhealthy Europeans, ‘The power of 
Napoleon III. in the Far East is further extended by having 
the protectorate of six provinces of the Aunamite empire ceded 
by solemn treaty, and by his having induced the King of Cam- 
bodia to throw off his allegiance both to Bangkok and Hué, and 
become the vassal of France. If we are to credit M. Galos, 
England has been watching all this with a jealous eye, and 
making some feeblo efforts, at second-hand, to counteract this 
extension of a rival's influence. Count de Lauture gave Eng- 
land tho eredit that though, to the general benefit, she pre- 
ceeded all Europe in China, she never put forward any pretence 
to remain there alone. So, if Frauce makes no attempt to set 
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up a commercial monopoly in these vast kingdoms, Europe— 
and England least of all—will make no complaint that hers was 
the honour of first opening out new paths and new rivers to 
the ever-expanding activity of civiliscd industry and trade. 








FRANCE AND COCHIN-CHINA. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 


The steam frigate Z?dorado is now being overhauled, and will 

* start shortly for Alexandria with men and material for Saigon ; 

and a sailing transport, the Truite, is now loading with arms, 

ammunition, and provisions for the same destination and by the 
same route. 

Lieutenant Pierre, with sixteen marines, arrived at Cherbourg 
on Tuesday last from Cochin-China, and what this expedition 
has cost France in men may be imagined from the fact that 
those seventeen individuals are all that are left out of a com- 
pany consisting of three officers and 130 men—seven-cighths 
having fallen victims, and ono in cight returned to tell the tale 
of their sufferings, A battalion of Turcos have also just ar- 
rived, and are now on their way to Algeria in the Labrador ; 
the numbers are not given in this case, but it is probable that 
these African soldiers have suffered less than their French com- 
rades from the climate of Cochin-China. 

There was a grand ceremony last weck at the establishment 
of the Foreign Mission in Paris, on the occasion of the de- 
parture of several young missionaries for India and the extreme 
East. All the Missionaries and ncophytes in Paris, with their 
relations and friends, were present, and the large garden 
attached to the mission was crowded. The Altar of the Virgin 
was set up for the occasion under a fine clump of trees, and 
hymns were chaunted in honour of the Virgin as Protectrice of 
travellers and martyrs. The whole assembly then proceeded to 
the chapel, when the Abbé Langrot, formerly missionary in 
Cochin-China, addressed the young missionaries who were 
about to procecd to the East ; then came the most touching 
part of the ceremony ; the appointed missionaries stood in a 
line in front of the altar and reccived the farewells of the 
chiefs of the community and of those with whom they had 
shared their studies and meditations, in that monastic establish- 
ment. The devoted young men maintained their fortitude 
throughout the ceremony, but when the last act arrived, and 
they embraced parents, relations, and friends, perhaps for the 
last time, before taking their places in the carriages which were 
to carry them to the railway station, the scene was intensely 
painful, 

The ceremony was attended by the Bishop of Nantes, whose 
aephew was one ofthe ten missionaries, the Siamese Consul, and 
a young Siamese prince who is being educated in Paris, and a 
large number of tho ultramontane party. Japan, China, 
Cochin-China, have few attractions for the military ; the laurels 
to be culled there are few and far between, as well as far off, 
bat tho Far East is a favourite ficld of operations for the 
Church; the Jesuits revel in the recollection of the power 
which they once esercised in Chiua and elsewhere, and dream, 
probably, that even in this commercial and thinking age they 
can rebuild aud even extend the Jesuit influence in that quarter 
of the world, ‘This feeling, perhaps, has something to do with 
the Emperor's determined efiurt in the East; the ultramon- 
tanes are not his warmest admirers ; they do him little service 
at home, and he thinks, probably, that if he ean find them 
plenty of employment abroad it may give them something to 
think about, afford them a large amount of satisfaction, and do 
him, or anyone else, little harm. ‘The Cochin-Chinese will, per- 
haps, have nous enough to avoid any great inconvenience from 
the missionaries, and if the latter will attend to practical ques- 
tions of morality they may do great good. 

When the Japanese Ambassadors arrived at Alexandria they 
sent a letter, written in English, by their two interpreters, to 
the manager of the Grand Hotel at Marseilles. A French 
translation of this note has been published, and the purport is 
to say that the Ambassadors had an excellent voyage, that they 
enjoyed excellent health, and had sent their acknowledgments 
to the directors of the hotcl for their general attention, and 
especially for their good feeling aud kindness in the case of 
“poor Yokohama” who died at Marscilles, 




















FRANCE AND JAPAN. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

While everything remains in doubt respecting our prospects 

in Japan, the Imperial Government of France paints in the! 





brightest colours the prospect from its own point of view. It 
is true that it does not give the public facts or figures, but 
only, as in the case of Algeria, strong assurances that all is 
going on as well as could possibly be expected, or a little 
better. And here it may not be out of place to mention that 
the happy issue of the late conflict in the African colony is 
the proclamation of martial law, in the fullest sense of the 
word, namely, the subordination of the civil to the military 
authorities. Colonisation seems not to have begun, and 
Algeria is as much a camp as it was in tho time when Abd- 
el-Kader headed the Arabs- against the Orlean Princes, 
Pelissicr, and their brothers in arms. But Japan is 
in a different position at present, and long may it remain 
so, for nurseries for soldiers are not the best means of forward- 
ing liberty, commerce, or justice. Tke official journals here 
continue to express their confidence, not only in the intentions, 
but also in the power of the Tycoon. In refereuco to other 
European Powers, they say that the English and Dutch squadrons 
are preparing to attack the forts in the Straits of Simonoseki, 
constructed on the domains of the Prince of Nagato ; and, they 
add, the enterprise will be difficult, and, should it succeed, will 
have very important consequences. ‘The Court of Yedo, say 
these writers, have adopted a very prudent position, and one by 
which it will profit in any case. It is clear from this that the 
French authorities look upon the threatened attack as no 
child’s play, and it is almost equally clear that, like 
the Court of Yedo, they ivtend to take the part of 
cautious mon, and risk nothing in the chivalric way by which, 
to borrow the expression of their own writers quoted above, 
they cannot fail to profit in any case. Considering the position 
of affairs, the conduct of the Tycoon, and the fact that all 
foreigners are in the same boat as regards the Prince of Nagato, 
this attitude of expectation is not quite intelligible; however, 
the less complicated an undertaking is, or, to put the matter 
more plainly, the fewer allies we have, especially in maritime 
wars, the better, and the English and Dutch Governments, if 
they have come to the determination to put down the Prince 
in question, must not allow the undertaking to be crippled or 
endangered by any hesitating half measures ; a failure in this 
ease would have other bad consequences than a loss of prestige 
in the Japansce waters. 

From the same sources we learn that the Tycoon intends to 
establish a “Parliamentary Government.” I quote the exact 
expression used, and further that—“ The First Ambassador, who 
has just left France, is a well instructed and intelligent man, 
who knows and loves France, We are assured that when he 
arrives at Yedo he will promulgate a Constitution suitable for 
the country, and the Japanese Chambers will be opened in the 
month of January next.” All this sounds grandiy enough, but 
the spectacle of a Parliamentary Government at Yedo will be 
curious, We presume the suffrage will be universal and care- 
fully guarded, and that the Tycvon will adopt the admirable 
system of the French Chambers, from the Duc de Morny to the 
ushers! The French have often been called the Chinese of 
arope : the Japanese in compliment to them may become the 
Frei.ch of Asia. 






THE NE\W ORDER IN COUNCIL FOR CHINA, 


AT THE COURT AT WINDSOR, THE OTH DAY OF JULY, I8G4. PRESENT: 
THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of the sixth and seventh years 
of Her Majesty's reign, intituled “ An Act for the better government of 
Her Majesty's subjects resorting to China,” power was given to Her 

sty to authorise the Superiniendent of the Trale of Her Majesty's 
subjects in China (so long as such Superintendent should be also the 
Governor of the island of Hong Kong) to enact, with the advice of 
the Legislative Council of the said island of Hong Kong, all such laws and 
ordinauces as might from time to time be required for the peace, order, and 
good government of Her Majesty's subjects, being within the dominions 
of the Emperor of China, or being within any ship or vessel at a distance 
of not more than one hundred miles from the coast of China, and to en- 
force the execution of such laws and ordinances by such penalties and. 
forfeitures as to Lim, by the advice aforesaid, should seem fit; and it was 
(amongst other things) enacted that it should be lawful for Her Majesty 
to disailow, in the whole or in part, any laws or ordinances so to be enacted 
as aforesaid, and with the advice of Her Majesty's Privy Council to alter 
the sume, or any of them, as to Her Majesty in Council should seem 
meet ; and that it should also be lawful for Her Majety by any Order or 
Orders made with the advice of Her Majesty's Privy Council to ordain 
for the government of Wer Majesty's subjects, x within the 
dominions of the Emperor of China, or being within any ship or 
vessel at a distance of not more than one hundred miles from the coast of 
China, any law or ordinance which to Her Majesty in Council might 
seem meet, as fully and effvctually as any such law or ordinance could be 
made by Her Majesiy in Council for the Government of Her Majesty's 
subjects, being within the said island of Hong Kong. 

And whereas under and by vir-ue of the said Act, and of a certain other 
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‘Act passed in the same Session of Parliament, intituled « An Act to re- 
move doubts as to the exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty 
ithin divers countries and places out of Her Majesty's dominions, and to 
render the same more effectual,” Her Majesty was pleased, by an Order 
in Council bearing date the thirteenth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-three, to make provision for the good government of 
Her Maj-sty’s subjects resorting to China, and for certain other purposes 
therein mentioned; and thereby (amongst other things) Her Majesty's 
Superintendent of British trade in China, for the time being, 
was authorised and empowered to make and enforces, by fine and 
imprisonment, rules and regulations for the observance of the stipulations 
of treaties, and for the peace, order, and good government of Her 
Majesty’s subjects, being within the dominions of the Emperor of China, 
or being within any British ship or vessel at a distance of not more than 
one hundred miles from the coast of China; and Her Majesty was thereby 
fartherpleaced (among other thiags){o giveauthority toany of Her Majesty's 
Consuls within the dominions of the Emperor of China, to cause any 
British subject, who, aiter having been twice convicted of and punished 
for any crime or offence. should not be able to find good and sutlicient 
security for his good behaviour, or who might be convicted before such 
Consul of any of certain particular crimes therein enumerated, to be sent 
out of the dominions of the Emperor of China, in the manner therein 
mentioned. 

And whereas by another Order in Council, passed on the twelfth day 
of September, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, Her Majesty 
was pleased to order, that it should not be lawful for any person who 
should thereafter be sent out of the dominions of the Emperor of China, 
by any of Her Majesty's Consuls, under and by virtue of the said Order 
of the thirteenth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three, 
and of another Order, dated the second day of February, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-seven, respectively, or under and by virtue of the 
said Order now in recital, afterwards to return to and again take up his 
abode within any part of the said dominions without Her Majesty's perm's- 
sion, to be signified as therein mentioned; and any such person so 
returning to, and taking up his abode within any part of the said 
dominions, ws thereby mide punishable, by fine or imprisonment, and 
liable to bz again sent out of the dominions of the Emperor of China at 
any time afterwards, in default of finding good and sullicient sceurity for 
his future good behaviour, in the manner therein particularly mentioned. 

‘And whereas by a certain Ordinance made and pissed on the seven. 
teenth day of January, one thousand cight hundred and fifty five, by His 
Excellency Sir John Bowring, Kt. then Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief of the said Colony of Hong Kong and its dependencies, and Her 
‘Majesty's Plenipotentiary and Chief Superintendent of the Trae of British 
Subjects in China, with the advice of the Legislati i 
Kong, it was enacted, that it should be a misdemeanor, punishable by 
not more than two years’ imprisonment, or by a fine not exceeding five 
thousinJ dollars (such punishment to be accumulative or not, at the dis- 
cretion of the adjudicating tribunal), for any British subject, within any 
part of China, to assist either the existing Chinese Government, or any or 
either of the different factions then engage.l, or who might be thcereafier 
engaged, in opposition to the Government, by personal enlistment in the 
service of either of the said several parties, or by procuring other persis 
to enlist in such service, or by furnishing, selling, or procuring warlik 
stores of any descriptina, or by fitting out vessels, or by knowingly and 
purposely doing any ovher act to assist either party, by which neutrality 
might be violated; and that the tribunal for adjudicating on offences, of 
the description intended to be thereby dealt with, should consist of a Con- 
sular officer in charge of a Consulate, and two assessors of Her Majesty, 
resident within the Consulate. Z 

And whereas it is expedient that the sai! Ordinance of the seventeenth 
day of January, one thousand eight hundred and filty-fire, should 
be explained and amended, and that further provisions should be made 
to prevent the participation of Brisish subjects within the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, in ac's of war or rebzilion against the authority of 
the said Emperor: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of all po-vers enabling Her in 
this behalf, is pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to 
order, and it is hezeby ordered, as follows : — 

1, Nothing in the id Ordinance made and passed on the seventeenth 
day of January, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, shall extead 
or apply, or be deemed to have extended, or to have been ap- 
plicable, to any British subject, who, at any time heretofore 
may have assisted, or may hereafter assist, the Government of the 
Emperor of China, by the means in the same Ordinance mentioned, 
or otherwise howsoever, by or under the leave or licence of Her Majesty, 
or by or under the authority of any Order of Her Majesty in Council 
at any time heretofore made, or to be hereafter made. 

2. Ifany subject of Her Majesty, within any part of the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, shall, at any time after the publication of this pre 
sent Order, in Her Majesty's Colony of Hong Kong, levy war, or take 
part in any operations of war, against the Emperor of China, or aid or 
abet any persons who are or who may be engaged in carrying on war or 
rebellion or insurrection against the said Emperor, in carrying on such 
war or rebellion, or insurrection, such persons shall be L-able to the several 
Penalties mentioned in the said Ordinance of the seventeenth day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, and shail further be liable to be 
sent out of the dominions of the Emperor of China; and, in case of his 
afterwards returning within the same, shall be hable to be proceeded 
against and punished, and to be again sent out of the said dominions, and 
50 from time to time, in the tame manner, in all respects, as is provided by 
the said Orders in Council of the thirteenth day of June, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-three, and the twelfth day of September, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, respectively, conecrning the per- 
sons liable to Ee sent vut of the said dominions under those respective 
Orders, 

3. Every person offending against this present Order may be proceeded 
against in the same manner, in all respects, as is provided by the said 
Order Of the thirteenth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and fifty~

Novet Inon-ct.ap River Vesset.—The Kahireh, built for the Vice- 

roy of Exypt, and intended for the service of the Nile, made a trial trip 
of her powers in the Thames, for the inspection of the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty, before proceeding on her voyage to Egypt. This vessel is of 
348 tons burden, by Messrs. Samuda Brothers, with engines of 50-horse 
power, by Messrs. John Penn and Son, is entirely cased in armour two 
inches thick from stem to stern, and reaching from the gunwale to two 
feet below water, She has two semi-circular cupolas, or shields, on deck, 
one forward and the other aft, each of whieh contains a long 18-pounder 
gun, and is also entirely covered with a-mour-plates two inches thick. 
Yet, notwithstanding all this large amount of armour proteciion, the 
draught of water of the craft, with her guns, stores, coals, and provisions 
all on board, was something less than four feet, and the mean speed ob- 
tained by the vessel was nine knots per hour. The limited draught ren- 
dered wo screws advisable, and these are arranged to work one under 
each quarter, ‘The powers of the vessel were tested in every way by Ad- 
miral Drummond, and she was found capable of manoeuvring and steer 
in the most satisfactory way, making the complete circle in 3 min.
